any all articles which it is unlawful to 
have in their 


possession. 

A detailed receipt should be given for all articles 
so surrendered, and at the close of the war such articles — 

should be returned. 
Any alien enemy who fails to surrender such arti- 
agin: twenty-four hours after public notice is given 
will be subject to summary arrest if such articles 
be seized and forfeited to the use of the United States.

His Remarks. 
EXI@O CITY, April 15.—Gen. 
Carranza in his address to 


Congress tonight declared that 
Mexico would maintain a strict and 
rigorous neutrality in the world 
war. 

H. von Eckhardt, the German 
Minister, was seated in a box with 
Austrian, Spanish and other diplo- 
mats. Henry P.-Fietcher sat with 
the British Minister. 

Gen. Carranza also read to the! 
Congress, which held its first for- 
mal session tonight, a complete re- 
port of his administration, as first 
chief. The narrative extended from 
tue time of the Madero revolution 
in 1910. 

Particular atténtion was given 
the revolt agqginst Madero by Felix 
Diaz in 1913. Gen. Carranza de 
clared that the failure to treat Diag 
with severity Was a great mistake. 
as & allowed the awakening of the 
ambitions of Diag and old favorites. 
He gave {n detall the alleged efforts 
of Henry Lane Wileon, th® Ameri- 
can Ambassador to Mexico. to in- 
fluence him, as follows: 

“Just after the assassination of 
President Madero the Consul and 
Vice-Consulates visited me at the 
government palace in Saltimmo and 
on inetructions from Henry Lane 
Wilson, the American Ambassador, 
to bring pressure to make me desist 
in my attitude of non-recognition of 
the Huerta government. 

They insistentiy affirmed that all 
resistance would be futile because 
Huerta had immense resources, suffi- 
cient to choke the revolt in Coahuila; 
and they made known to me that the 
government of Huerta had been rec- 
ognized by all other governments, 
including the United States,. which 
had diplomatic representatives in 
Mexico, and added that by order of 
the Ambassador al! the other Gov- 
ernors had accepted the government 
and that I wae the only one main- 
taining a rebellious attitude. 

“In answer I eaid that I would 
not accent the arrangements and 
would follow my duty ase Governor 
of the Btate, whatever the outcome 
Afterward I obtained a full copy of 
Ambassador Wilson's message to the 
Senate to bring pressure upon me.

DIES IN CLEVELAND. 


YOUNGEST BROTHER OF OIL 
MAGNATE PASSES AWAY. 


Hadn't Spoken to His Noted 
Relative for Many Jears, Duce w 
a Quarrel—He Acquired 
siderable Wealth in the Industry 
Which Brought Family Millions.

CLEVELAND (0.) April 15.— 
Frank Rockefeller, 72, youngest 


brother of John D. Reckefeller, died 
today. He was not on speaking 
terms with hie brother, Joha D., as 
@ result of a quarrel they had years 


age. 

Frenk Rookefellier for many years 
wes associated with John D. and 
William A. Rockefeller in the oil 
business, but @as net as widely 
known «as they. 

Born in Richford, N. ¥., in 1848, 
he was the youngest of the three 
Rockefeller boys, end when his 
brothers organized the Standard 1) 
Company he became identified with 
them, serving for a time as one of 
the vice-presidents. He acquired 
considerable wealth, but his rela- 
tione with his brothers became 
strained and he severed business 
connections with them. In 1900 he 
turned his attention to siock rats- 
ing. purchasing 12,000 acres at Bel- 
videre, Kan., for a stock farm; 
which became recognized as a model 
throughout the Southwest. 

Frank Rockefeller alwavs mani- 
fested great aversion to being re- 
ferred to as “John D. Hockefeller’s 
brother” or “‘the other Rockefeller.” 

“IT am Frank Rockefeller, stock- 
man.’ he would say, “not Frank 
Rockefeller, a brother of John D.” 
He etudiously avoided newspaper 
publicity. 

One of hie great desires was to 
prevent the disappearance of the 
buffalo. He presented a great many 
wild beaste and birds to the zo- 
ological gardens in Cleveland and 
some to other cities. 

During five months tn the year 
Mr. Rockefeller lived in Cleveland, 
as did his brother John D., but they 
were never seen together.

California is Rich in Great 
War Staples. 


Present Production Might be 
Easily Doubled. 


Survey of Resources will be 
Made at Once. 


The first step in the mobilization 
of the State’s food supply was 
launched yesterday when it was de- 
cided to send six squads of experts 
out from the University of Califor- 
nia’s citrus experiment station to 
make rapid survey of the food 
Producing possibilities of California. 
The movement is in charge of Dr. 
Henry J. Webber of the citrus sta- 
tion. 

With the nation at war and the 
food supply of the world short, one 
of the most important factors in the 
final decision will be the production 


once said that “armies fight on thelr 
stomachs,” and Lioyd George in an 
interview yesterday deciared that 
“the country whose cupboard con- 
tains the last bone will win.” 

In view of the tremendously im- 
portant part that food is destined 
to play in this stupendous world 
drama it is interesting at this. time 
to consider just what part Califor- 
nia will play in this great game on 
which democracy is staking its all in 
a death grapple with Prussian au- 
tocracy. 

ON THE HOOF. 

Beef is one of the first of the great 
food staples to be considered: In 
round numbers there are today on 
the-*ranges and ranches of California 
1,000,000 head of beef cattle which 
will average 1200 per head pound on 
the hoof, In addition to this the 
State has 2,500,000 head of sheep 
which in addition to the tremendous 
meat supply represented will cor- 
tribute 11,590,000 pounds ofe wool. 
one of the most important elements 
in the clothing of an army. 

The number of hogs in the State 
is hard to determine at this date, 
because of the rapidity with which 
these animals increase, but there are 
at least 2,000,000 head of hogs in 
California and the average weight of 
a. marketable hog is 200 pounds. 

California’s butter and cheese pro- 

duction its enormous in normal 
years, and the coming year will be 
away above normal. She exports 
great quantities of both these prod-, 
ucts. In addition to its beef, pork 
butter and cheese the State is also 
one of the heaviest producers of 
such staples as beans, potatoes and 
alfalfa and barley hay. all products 
that are vitally essential to the ra- 
tioning of an army and all products 
that permit of being put up so as to 
be easily transported, except but- 
ter. 
That the present production of 
these great staples is capable of tre- 
mendous expansion is proven by a 
glance at the vast area of cultivat- 
able land at present not  »being 
cropped. There are fully 14,000,000 
acres of land in this State capable 
of being made highly productive by 
the installation of irrigation works. 
and while this has not been done 
heretofore because of a lack of cap- 
ital, if the food which it would pro- 
duce becomes a necessity, there is not 
the slightest doubt but that it will 
be at once reclaimed, for the cost 
of two modern battleships would at 
this writing put water on at least 
3,000,000 acres. : 

WHEAT FALIS OFF. 
California, which at one time was 
one of the greatest wheat producing 
States in the Union has of late years 
fallen to a low estate in this partic- 
ular crop, the production having fal- 
len to about 1,000,000 bushels, or 
about enough to feed the chickens of 
the State. But under the stress of 
necessity, it is conceivable that we 
might again take a high place in the 
production of this very important 
staple which is the basis of the very 
staff of life. 

Fruits, which are one of the great 
essential food prod@ts, are pro- 
duced in California in- tremendous 
quantities, our fruit production, ex- 
clsive of citrus, amounting to more 
than $50,000,000 In 1915. which are 
the latest figures available. The cit- 
rus crop of 1915 totaled nearly 50.,- 
000 carloads and brought the ranch- 
ers approximately $40,00,000. That 
this enormous output will be great- 
ly increased the coming year there 
is no doubt, for thousands of acres 
of young trees come into bearing 
each year. Then we must also take 
into consideration the ever-increas- 
ing froduction of rice, beet sugar 


and otatoes, while oats. barley 
Kaffir corn are yearly in- 
creasing yield as the State set- 
tles up. ™, 


The State ranks high among the 
copper producing sections and ts «a 
leader in gold, while geologists are 
as a unit in declaring that our tron 
deposits will surprise the world 
when once developed. Ofl, the fuel 
of the future, ts one of our most im- 
portant products, last years’ produc- 
tion exceeding 90,000,000 barrels. 

Taken all in all California ranks 
high as a producer of the «reat 
essentials, and when the national au- 
thorities come to total the nation’s 
resources they will find that Cal- 
tfornia is not only the Golden State 
as regards that precious metal, but 
one of the banner States in the pro- 
duction of the really essential ele- 
ments that fill a nation’s cupboard 
and ,enabdle its armies to fulfill Na- 
poleon’s dictum, to “fight on their 
stomachs.”

AMERICAN WOMEN ARE URGED 
TO ENLIST NOW. 


Nurse Who Served on European 
Battle Front Tells of Lessons 
Taught—Says Many Lives Have , 
been Lost Through Ignorance of — 


Miss Pear! Virginia Timberlake. 
who recently bought a home at 8Si- 
erra Madre, and offered her serv- 
iges to the American Red Cross, 
after serving two strenuous years as 
a Red Cross nurse in France, con- 
tributes the following to The Times 
as a plea for medical preparedness: 

War is upon us How we shud- 
der at the thought of all the horrors 
it brings, especially those of us who 
have seen its awful cost. But it is 


here, after months of patient for- 
bearance, and it is the duty of every 
American woman worthy of that ti- 
tle to stand behind our country, our 
unsurpassed American manhood, and 
our great leader, the President, in 
the coming conflict. How can we 
help? In the turning of our hearts 
and hands and offer them to the 
American Red Cross. There is much 
to be done; we cannot afford to put 
it off even for a day. 

I was, fortunately or unfortu- 
nately, as you wish, in Europe at the 
outbreak of this great war, on my 
way to Paris. News of the impend- 
ing disaster came, and, acting upon 
the advice of friends, I returned to 
London on the eve of the declara- 
tion of war between France and 
Germany, and in the days that fol- 
lowed realized the far-reaching hand 
of the Red Cross. 

Even in those earlier days there 
was mich to be done, and all wom- 
en, especially the American women 
in London, lost no time in offering 
their help. Immediately, I applied 
for membership in the British Red 
Cross Society at Devonshire House, 
where hundreds were waiting on 
a like errand, and while waiting to 
be accepted, I interested myself in 
the Belgian relief work. No picture 
can be painted, no story ever re- 
lated, which telle of the sufferings, 
hardships and privations endured 
by the refugees from that most 
wonderful of little countries, Bel- 
gium. After days of travel on foot, 
then by any available boat, with so 
little raiment and food at the start, 
they reached us in England in a de- 
plorable condition. They were grate- 
ful for every slight help offered, 
spurning the merest idea of accept- 
ing charity, cheerfully offering what 
little money they had, and when 
that gave out, the work of their 
hands. There is much that_ might 
be told of the patience of \these 
splendid people, driven from their 
homes to become helpless strangers 
in a strange land.

Dissolution of Eagle Rock Water 


Company Leaves Two Lots.

RUSSIAN REFORM: PERHAPS. 

Mr. Hohenzollern has apparently tak- 
en a glance at the sky on which is written 
the words, “Mene, mene, tekel upharsin”— 
“Thou art weighed in the balance and found 
wanting”—for he has issued a rescript to 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg, pledging the acthor- 
ity of the throne to some project of re 
form—AFTER the war. In the Reichstag 
there is an overwhelming majority for the 
immediate passage of a reform bill, and it 
ls doubtful if its advocates can be dis- 
guaded by Mr. Hohenzollern’s pledge. 

‘The reform in the suffrage, making ft 
“universal,” is to be diluted by giving ex- 
tra votes for property, educational and pub- 
le service and for other special qualifica- 
tions, giving five additional votes to owners 
of property and one extra vote to wearers 
of the tron cross. Mr. Hohenzollern could 
greatly increase the vote to enable him to 
retain his office by bestowing the iron cross 
upon those who could be depended upon 
to help him hold his job. The Prussian 
landowning junkers are now able to con- 
trol the votes of peasant farmers who dare 
pot vote openly against candidates of the 
junkers. The adoption of the secret ballot 
would liberate the curia from their thrall- 
dom, and therefore Wilhelm is opposed to 
the secret ballot. 

For what small measure of reform {s con- 
tained in the imperial rescript the German 
people may th the Russian revolution 
‘a message. 


PERITY AND PRICES OF 
PRODUCTS, 

Local bankers report that a few timid 
depositors are beginning to evince a pan- 
icky feeling about the war. In some in- 
Stances, it is stated, money has been with- 
drawn from regular accounts and placed in 
safety deposit boxes or taken home, pre- 
sumably to find lodgement in the old blue 
Vase on the mantel. The thing has not 
‘even begun to assume serious proportions, 
nor is it likely to, but here and there 
people are showing all the fluttery signs of 
alarm and uncertainty, refusing to be re- 
assured even by the long lines of deposi- 
tors waiting to put money in the banks. 

Real estate men have remarked in the 
last few days upon the number of persons 
who have nervously announced their inten- 
tion of waiting awhile before making in- 
vestments. It is the war. The realty mar- 
ket, it is true, is slowly but surely picking 
up, but this is because the more experi- 
enced operators are in the game once more. 
The timid ones, who never venture out of 
hiding as long as there is a fleck of cloud 
in the sky, are shivering with nameless 
apprehension. 

John Smith, who spends fifteen minutes 
of his lunch hour every day watching the 
workmen scramble over the foundations 
and framework of the millions of dollars’ 
worth of new skyscrapers now being start- 
ed in the downtown district, isn't quite 
sure whether it would be entirely safe for 
him to build that bungalow just now, on 
account of the war. Henry Jones had 
made up his mind to enlarge his business 
this year, but he doesn't know just what 
he'll do now—the war again. 

And there is the man who thinks that if 
he doesn’t load his house from cellar to 
attic with flotr and canned goods and sacks 
of beans he may soon have the alternative 
of paying $5 a loaf for bread or starving to 
death. The grocers all know him. The 
fynny thing about it is that it isn’t the 
man of ordinary means who is doing this. 
People so well-to-do that they could pay 
real Berlin war prices indefinitely and 
never feel it are the ones who are order- 
ing their groceries in drayload lots. The 
average family is taking cognizance of the 
contingencies by planting a garden. 

The briefest reflection on common-sense 
lines would convince all these war-worried 
individuals how utterly uncalled-for, how 
downright silly, in fact, their fears and pre- 
cautions are. There is no earthly reason 
why the war in which the United States is 
now engaged should greatly disturb busi- 
ness or financial conditions in this or any 
other part of the country. The only dan- 
ger to be anticipated under existing condi- 
tions is that so many persons in the agegre- 
gate might become affected with foolish 
apprehensions as to start another wave of 
“psychological depression” such as gripped 
the country a few years ago. 


HE WAR AND MATERIAL PROS. 


The thing most to be desired in every 
American community today is that people 
shall keep cool and level-headed as the 
republic goes about its mighty preparations 
for the tremendous and solemn undertak- 
ing ahead. Nothing could more nicely fit 
into the schemes of the etlemy overseas 
than the growth in this country of an idea 
that general economic conditions in the 
United States were imperiled by the war. 
The more smoothly things are kept going 
in all the regular channels of business, in- 
dustrial and development activity, the eas- 
ler it will be to build up the powerful war 
machine whith events not of our seeking 
have made necessary, and the more reserve 
force the country will have in grappling 
with whatever trial may be ahegd. 4 

That the people of the country will have 
to make certain sacrifices and meet cer- 
tain changed conditions, if the war goes on 
until America is prepared for full partici- 
pation, may be put down as.a foregone 
conclusion. That the government will be 
in a position to cope with all possible eco- 
nomic difficulties at home as well as with 
the enemy at arms is, however, assured. 
Whatever comes, and the chances are all 
against the worst ever happening, the®e 
will never be any excuse for stripping the 
banks of deposits or hoarding up flour and 
canned goods. The United States pro- 
duces within its own borders everything 
that its people need in the way of food, 
raiment, fuel and the appliances of do- 
mestic and community life and can con- 
tinue indefinitely to turn out and increase 
this production. The Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday took serious 
note of.the situation and issued a con- 
vincing declaration. 

Were the nervous persons who are so 
bent upon buying up the visible supply of 
groceries to continue their cornering of 
foodstuffs, of course the laws of supply and 
demand might eventually bring about a 
hint of the conditions they are so fearfully 
anticipating, but there is no reason for 
thinking that starvation prices can possibly 
come in the natural course of events. Nor 
is any submarine going to root its way 
underground from the ocean depths into 
the bank vaults. In these days when the 
police are having all they can do to curb 
the lawlessness that is being incited by 
alien enemies within our gates the bank is 
more truly than ever the safest of all 


places for funds. 


As to general conditions for investment 
and development, it is significant that the 
biggest, keenest men of the community 
are showing their confidence as never be 
fore. War has been almost a certainty 
for months, but capital has not been 


_glarmed. More big enterprises of.a struc- 


tural and industrial character are going 
ahead in this city at the present time than 
in any other period In the history of Los 
Angeles. It is a circumstance of note that 
the actual declaration of a state of war be- 
tween this country and the Prussian mill- 
tary autocracy appeared to stiffen the res- 
olution of financiers and to clarify the 
financial atmosphere, probably through the 
very fact of its elimination of the uncer- 
tainties that had been keeping the nation 
in a state of tenseness. The week that 
Congress declared itself was notable for 
the number of brandnew development 
projects announced im this city and section. 

There are careful observers and students 
of financial conditions who express the be 
lief that Los Angeles is right now on the 
eve of the greatest material advancement 
it has ever known. An industrial boom is 
coming, they assert, and nothing can stop 
it. It is coming, they avow, in spite of the 
war, and not only in spité of it, but, in a 
measure not to be underestimated, because 


of it.

nored—that is, every war has improved 
business. 

War makes everything move at double 
quick. It brings out all the initiative there 
is, both in individuals and nations. It 
compels the conservation and utilization 
of every resource of nature, human achieve- 
ment, inventiveness and energy a people 
has to fall back on, giving an impetus to in- 
dividual and national development. that lit- 
erally becomes a habit of life and action 
and makes itself felt for years. It is no 
glorification of war to say these things. 
War has its pitiless demands in blood and 
tears and it were a dear, a horrible price 
to pay for materia] prosperity, but it were 
pharisaical to refuse to take stock of its 
compensations on that plea, especially 
when our cause is that of justice and hn- 
manity and the gauntlet has been brutally 
forced into our hands. War is the greatest 
business boomer in the world. 

Wear has given Los Angeles the greatest 
industry that has ever come here, the 
$5,000,000 shipbuilding plant that is now 
assured at the harbor. Los Angeles spent 
millions on a port only to see the ships 
that were to have come here through the 
Panama Canal swept into war uses in the 
Atlantic. Instead of waiting longer for 
ships, Los Angeles will now proceed to turn 
out its own ships and carry its commerce 
to the world in its own bottoms. But for 
the war and its compulsion we would prob- 
ably have continued to wait. Thus it will 
be in other flelds of industry, for bigger 
things than Los Angeles ever dreamed of 
are brewing. It is written large in the 
book of destiny that the war with the Ger- 
man empire is to usher in the best age of 
our development. 


WONDERFUL FONT—THE BEETS. 

When the high school boys of Van 
Nuys proved their loyalty to the country 
last week by going into the beet fieldg to 
take the places of Mexicans who left their 
employers in the lurch they did something 
more than show that the American boy 
possesses the grit and the spirit of the 
Americah man. They drew the public's 
attention in a striking way to the fact 
that there are 20,000 acres of beets in San 
Fernando Valley, from which the fa:mers 
are expected to derive a revenue of not less 
than $2,000,000, A grand combination cf su- 
perb boys and wonderful beets! 


And through what means have those 20,- | 


000 acres been converted into beet fields? 
They owe it to the water which flows 
through the “font of prosperity” at the 
mouth of the aqueduct. This being the 
case, none in Southern California can have 
other than praise for the plans put forward 
by former Senator R. F. del Valle for the 
beautification of that wonderful mouth. 

As head of the Board of Public Service 
Commissioners, which has in charge the 
municipal water department, Mr. Del Valle 
tells his fellow citizens that there should 
be @ monument to mark the spot where the 
water of the Owens River comes out at the 
head of San Fernando Valley after travel- 
ing through darkness and light, through 
tunnels and flumes and covered ditches, for 
miles and miles on its way to the west. 
And he makes the happy suggestion that 
that monument should be a replica of one 
of the famous missions established by the 
Franciscan fathers, the pioneer band of 
whom passed, in their historic march to 
Monterey, within a few 
the Owens River water now falls down the 
cascade. 

Further, Mr. Del Valle suggests that the 
people of this city should pay honor to Wil- 
liam Mulholland, father of the aqueduct, by 
erecting to him a monument of enduring 
Owens Valley granite. It is an excellent 
suggestion, and, moreover, the head of the 
Public Service Board strikes the right 
chord when he urges that the people should 
not wait until Mr. Mulholland is dead to 
thus display their appreciation of his creat 
services. He wants them to give expres- 
sion to their satisfaction with the engi- 
neer’s work while he still lives, and so 
prove to him that a prophet has honor in 
his own country. 


These are the days when we recall the 
words of Secretary Dix to Lieut. Caldwell 
at New Orleans: “If anyone attempts to 
haul down the American flag, shoot him 
on the spot.” That was in January, 1861, 
just after President Buchanan had appoint- 
ed John A. Dix of New York Secretary of

A NTI-BOYCOTT LAW. 

The counsel for the American Anti- 
boycott Association—Mr. W. G. Merritt— 
suggests as a remedy for strikes on public 
utilities the adoption of a system of con- 
tracts stipulating arbitration methods of 
adjusting wage disputes and specifying the 
requisite notice for severing employment. 
The law should provide that any employee 
entering this semi-public service must vol- 
untarily accept and recognize the terms of 
such a contract. If, says Mr. Merritt, ef- 
forts to secure remedial] legislation do not 
succeed the public utility companies owe it 
to the public to establish such a system of 
contracts on their own initiative as fast &s 
practicable. All contracts of this kind, 
whether based on requirements of legisla- 
tion or merely a self-initiated requirement 
of the employer, are property rights, which, 
according to the decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court and most of our 
State courts, are entitled to protection 
against any intrusion or impairment on the 
part of strangers or outsiders. Under such 
circumstances any labor organization or its 
officers which sought to inaugurate or main- 
tain a strike in violation of such contracts 
could be enjoined and held for damages. 

To insure the adoption of these contracts 
by both employers and employees, in such 
event, the law should provide certain hand- 
icaps or disadvantages for employers and 
employees who do not elect to make such 
contracts, just as some workmen's compen- 
sation laws, while voluntary in theory, 
drove the employer to accept their terms 
by depriving him of such defenses as con- 
tributory negligence and the fellow-servant 
doctrine if he did not consent. The vol- 
untary adoption of protective ‘contracts on 
public utilities could be induced by similar 
methods. * 

If, as a result of ordering a strike, Sam 
Gompers might be mulcted in damages and 
a judgment obtained that would be a lien 
on his Chicago brick block, maybe he 
wouldn't be so fresh at ordering strikes 
and boycotts. 


FRENCH VIEW OF PRESIDENT 

WILSON’S MESSAGE. 

The great French journalist, Edgard Mil- 
haud, in the Paris L’Humanite, writes that 
the message of President Wilson is “the 
most incomparably splendid historic monu- 
ment that has been given to the world since 
our immortal Declaration of the Rights of 
Man and of Citizens. It raises questions 
towards which all responsible authorities, 
that is, all governments and all pariia- 
ments—those of the belligerent states and 
those of the neutral states—must assume 
a definite position.” 

Continuing, M. Milhaud asserted that two 
reasons made it the duty of the United 
States to intervene in the European con- 
test: One concerns the present, the other 
the future; the one the existing situation, 
the other the conclusion of peace. The 
first is that the war constantly endangers 
a number of the most vital interests of all 
the neutral nations. The second is that the 
peace which terminates the present war 
can be durable only if designed to effect a 
truly international settlement; that is, a 
settlement in which all neutral nations are 
invited to take part. 

The mere conclusion of treaties between 
the belligerents would offer no guarantee 
of a lasting peace; such a peace can be se 
cured by a league of nations alone. 

This is one of the great verities that is 
emerging from the present terrible con- 
flict. President Wilson's message has lifted 
this truth from the realm of ideas into that 
of the practical problems of the hour. He 
has invited the nation to fulfill the great 
duty to humanity that events have imposed 


upon it.

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EXPLOITATION OF CHINA

N THE eve of the expiration of 

the American rights in the 

Six-power Chinese 
Group on June 1—for two months Is 
no more than the tomorrow of today 
in affairs of this magnitude—the 
edministration announces its denial 
of official support to the reorganiza- 
tion of the group. The view of the 
administration remains unchanged 
—that American bankers should not 
participate in a combination 
bankers of other nations to make a 
joint loan to China. 

In the course of preceding articles 
I have explained the original and 
present status of the Six-five Power 
Loan Group in its bearing on loans 
granted to the Chinese government 
for purely administrative purposes, 
as Matters distinct and apart from 
loans for other purposes, and from 
efiterprises and investments in Chi- 
na which are not of governmental 
scope or application. And I have 
endeavored to make it apparent 
that for all loan investments and 
enterprises undertaken as ordinary, 
private business in China, there is 
every certainty of safety as wéll as 
prefit, however consistently the 
United States may adhere, on the 
official side, to its traditional policy 
of isolation. Indeed, short of such 
& complete volte face as would be 
required to reduce China to another 
Belgium on the part of the very four 
Powers now in arms to the death in 
defense of all national integrity and 
liberty, no factor could intrude to 
endanger legitimate foreign invest- 
ments in China unless it should 
originate with the Chinese them- 
selves. And this last contingency is 
unthinkable to anyone acquainted 
in the slightest measure with the 
national character of the Chinese. 

It is a remarkable fact—curiously 
evidential of the ignorance regard- 
ing China prevailing throughout the 
United States and afflictine all 
classes of investors, from bankers to 
those manufacturers whose level is 
that of the trade adventurer taking 
a “flyer” out of sheer idleness of 
capital or plant—that few of us here 
have described any of the innumer- 
able opportunities existing between 
the extreme of a sgovernment- 
backed, tax-secured loan to China on 
the one hand and that of selling coods 
for cash through a traveling sales- 
man on the other. It is very true 
that any considerable loan by Amer- 
ican bankers which could have be- 
hind it the pledge of our owr gov- 
ernment for its ultimate collection, 
and below it some Chinese govern- 
ment revenue as a pledge of safe- 
guarding repayment of its interest 
and its ultimate liquidation, must af- 
ford for some of our surplus capital 
an investment ideal in security and 
adequately remunerative to interest- 
bearing bonds. It is true, also, that 
various manufacturers and corpora- 
tions of the United States, having 
Planned and executed selling cam- 
paigns in China for their products 
on a basis of ample capital, com- 
plete resources and an intelligent 
regard for the Chinese market in 
all of its idlosyncracies, have 
reaped and are still reaping very 
rich returns in the direct profits of 
manufacture and sale. But the sim- 
ple and painful facts are that gov- 
ernment as now administered, and 
as it will be administered in human 
likelihood fer the four years next 
ensuing, definitely declines to back 
a Chinese loan unless purely Amer- 
ican; while it would not be very 
hard to count upon one’s fingers 
the actual number of American 
firms and corporations that have 
made more than a very slight dent 
in the real possibilities of trade that 
awaits us here. 

I speak with accurate informa- 
tion, from both the American and 
Chinese standpoint, when I say that 
what is needed at this time, and 
what will necessarily be realized 
from the very circumstances of the 
case, is some combination of capital 
that will overpass our previous pal- 
terings with government indorse- 
ment; dependence on foreign bank- 
ers: hesitant adventures in trade 
that approach the limitless field of 
China in timid dread of getting 
one’s fingers burned; and the crass 
folly of surrendering without a sec 
ond thought, without a pang of pa 
triotic regret, that dominance over 
the rich freights of our birthright, 
the Pacific, which was once our 
boast and our treasure trove of 
trade.

These, however, 
began to lose their importance with 
the advent of the newly discovered 
diamond fields of South Africa, 
which, because of their easier work- 
ing and more clearly defined de- 
posits, produced stones at a lower 
price. Since the beginning of the 
European war, however, American 
diamond buyers have shown a re- 
vival of interest in the diamond fields 
of Brazil, which have attracted a 
considerable number of buyers, says 
a recent consular report. The Bra- 
zilian garimpeiro, or native diamond 
miner, has seen prices rising 
steadily under the competition of the 
foreignere. There are apparently 
no American diamond miners in the 
country. The business is done en- 
tirely by purchase from the gar- 
impeiro or from native brokers of 
the interior, who are numerous, A 
packet of stones often passes 
through many hands before reach- 
ing the actual exporter.
